“Tt is not unlikely, however,” they 
said, “that whale intestine could be 
manufactured into good motoring and 
driving gloves, for which reindeer at 
present holds the field against all 
other skins. 

“At various times many skins have 
been tried, such as the skins of croco- 
diles, cats, pigs, calves, lambs and 
even rats Many éf the men’s cheap 
dress gloves on the market are made 
in Naples of the skins of the local 
sewer rats. But practically all the 
skins mentioned have béen found 
treacherous. Gl’Vve skins must not 
only be pliable, but also perfectly 
tough and firm, since they have to 
be sewn up right at the edge. If whale 
intestine found to possess these 
three qualities, no doubt there would 
a market for whale 
gloves.“—London Express.

ly the articles turned out by a master 
pewtereft ‘and beating his “touch” had 
fo he up to a given standard of. excel- 
lence. Before a,man could set up as a 
inaster pewterer he Was obliged fo 
serve an apprenticeship of about six 
years, after which hé@ had to produce 
his “essay” pieces under certain -test 
conditions, and only after these pieces 
had been approved by the authorities 
of the craft was he allowed his free- 
dom and permitted to register his pri- 
vate “touch” at the company’s hall 
and set up as a master pewterer. 

The company was not content merely 
to pass upon the work of a craftsman, 
but came ‘tery near regulating the 
minor details of his life. The penalty 
was very heavy for employing a helper 
who had not served a regular appren- 
ticeship, and any master so daring as 
to employ a foreigner was fined £10, 
and all articles made by him were con- 
fiscated, the object belng to keep the 
trade secrets from srreading.

The Sugar Plum Is the Most. Ancient 
Kind of Sweetmeat. 

The most ancient kind of sweet- 
meat.is the sugar plum. It was the 
invention of Julius Dragatus, a noted 
Roman baker and confectionuer, who 
belonged to the family of Fabius. Ac- 
cording to an authority on ancient 
history, {t was in 177 B. C. that he 
made the great discovery which ‘or 
twenty centuries has done so much 
damage to teeth. 

These bonbons, called dragati, after 
their inventor (dragees in French), re- 
mained the exclusive prtvilege of the 
family of Fabius. Burt at the birth or 
martiage of one of that family a great 
distribution of dragati took placé as a 
sign of rejoicing. The custom is stil! 
observed by many of the nobility of 
Europe. 

Rurned almonds are purely of French 
origin; owing their inception to the 
gluttony of a certain French merchant. 
One day Marshal Duplessis-Pralin, an 
old gourmet, sent for Lassagne, who 
had already inyented many a_ tooth- 
some dainty, to cuncoct a new bonbon 
for him. Lassagne searched, reflected, 
combined, until finally he conceived a 
delicious bonbon, which he baptised 
gloriously after the name of his mas- 
ter, praline, the French, tor parned 
almonds.

{s dark brown above and tiie eyes are 
pale yellow. No one would be likely 
to suspect this being a goshawk who 
had seen only adult birds. Later it 
changes to the dark slaty blue of the 
adult, and the eye, after passing 
through all the intermediate changes 
in color from stray yellow, orange yel- 
low and pink, finally assumes the deep 
rich red of the adult. I know no other 
hawk, adds Manly Hardy, writing in 
Forest and Stream, so handsome as 
the goshawk.

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A Wenee Bakery 

The monster bakery at Essen is al’ 
vast building in which 70 workmen, 
divided into two shifts, work night 


and day. Everything is done by ma- 
chinery. A gigantic screw turns un- 
ceasingly in a kheading trough into 
which are poured ten sacks of flour 
of 100 kilogramymes each, and some 
water. 

This machine makes: about 20,000 
kilogrammes of bread every day in 
the shape of 25,000 small loaves and 
25,000: large loaves, produced by 230 
sacks of flour of 100 kilogrammes 
each. 

All the operations of bread making 
are performed in this colossal bak- 
ery. The wheat arrives there, is 
cleaned, ground and — brought auto- 
matically to the kneading trough by. 


"a. series of rising and descending 


pipes. There are 36 double ovens, 
and the workmen who watch over 
the baking of the bread earn from 
10 to 12 sous an hour, 


making on 
an average four francs (75 eenta) for 
eleven hours on duty. They have

THE ROYAL BABY. 


King Alfoneo XII1.'s Bon and the Span- 
ish Succession. 

The birth of a male heir to the Span- 
ish throne has for the present simpli 
fied the question of the succession, a 
matter that bas been responsible for 
much disturbanée in the empire as well 
as in the rest of Europe. 

The trouble was acute so long ago 
as 1700, when Charles I¥. of the house 
of Llapsburg died childljess after mak- 
ing Philip, grandson of Louls XIV. of 
France, his successor. This first Bour- 
bou king of Spain was not recognized 
by the other powers till after a long 
war, concluded in 1713. Philip, known 
fs the fifth of Spain, proclaimed the 
Salic law the next year, limiting the 
sutcession to his male descendants. 

His great-grandson, Ferdinand VIL., 
one of the royal victims of Napoleon's 
ambition, was restored to the throne 
in 1813. In 1829 he married bis fourth 
wife and abrogated the Salic law in 
spite of the protests of his brothers 
and of the French Bourbons. 

His daughter Isabella, born in 1830, 
was proclaimed queen on his death, 
three years later, with her mother as 
regent. Isabella's uncle, Don Carlos, 
asserted his claim to the throne under 
the Salic law, but the regent succeed- 
ed in maintaining her daughter’s posi- 
tion. Don Carlos’ descendants have 
ever since been pretenders to the Span- 
ish throne. The present Carlist claim- 
ant is‘his grandson. 

Queen Isabella was driven from 


Bpain by a revolt in 1868, and two 


years later the Spanish succession 


caused a fresh commotion in Burope., 


The proposition to-call to the throne a 
prince of a branch of the Prussian 
royal house of Hohenzollern was the 
apparent’though not the real cause of 
the great war of 1870 between France 
and Germany. 

The throne was offered to Prince 
Amadeo, a“8én of King Victor Bmman- 
vel of Italy, but the task of governing 
Spain was too much for him, and after 
a few years he abdicated. Then a re- 
public was ‘setup, but ft lasted only 
two years, and Alfonso XII., the son 
of Taabeila, was testored to the throne 
Without “the shedding of a drop of 
blood, *., 

On ie 8 death in 1885 his daugh- 
ter Maria succeeded him and was 
‘qheen tu? Ifonso, XIIL, the present 
king, was“Dorn, a few months later, 


‘the ninth of the house of Bourbon to 
role over Spain. ‘ 


If the new prince should die and Al- 
fonso have no other children his sis- 
ter’s son would succeed him, and in 
the remote contingency of the direct 
line of. descent from Ferdinand VII. 
becoming extinct the Carlist claimant 
woitd become king.—Youth’s Compan- 
fon.

Paris is experimenting with what is 
called steel pavement. It is really a 
concrete pavement re-enforced with a 
steel framework. The metal part of 
the pavement is a plate of perforated 
steel, with strong bolts of steel run- 
ning through it between the perfora- 
tions. Each section has some resem- 
blance to a steel barrow, only the 
prongs project equally on each side 
and they are square and blunt. It will 
be superior to nspbalt in ultimate 
economy and to wood both in the bet- 
ter footing that it affords to horses and 
in*the fact that it will not admit of 
dinverous ruts developing. The sam- 
ple Inid cost $5.40 a square meter, a 
square yard, but

‘@mmense Bridge Now Being Bullt 
Over St. Lawrence. 


Very few Canadians are aware «t 
“the tremendous character of the opera- 


| tions which are now being carried out 


an the construction of the gigantic 
@antilever brdge over the 8t, Law- 
fence river, some six and a half miles 
weat of Quebec City. 

This bridge—in some respects the 
‘nost remarkable in the world—will 
thave a total length of 3,300 feet. In 
addition to the sub-structure of 4 
@ople of main piers, the bridge wil) 
eonsist of two 500-feet side spans, ex- 
tending from the anchor piers to the 
wmain piers of the towers; two 562 1-2 
feet cantilever arms, reaching out over 
the river, and carrying between them 
m central suspended span measuring 
G75 feet between centres of end pits. 
‘This span is one of the most striking 
features of the bridge, and illuatrates 
well its huge proportions, for it is 

t than any simple pin-connected 
‘russ span that has yet been erected. 
Ordinarily, such a span would be 
#upported on masonry towers, .and it 
would form, say, the main channel 
span of some river crossing; but in 
this case its abutments are the end 

ins of two giant arms, each reach- 
ing out over half a thousand feet from 
ats point of support. 


The Cantilever Arms. 


TThe cantilever arms and the central 
span together form a channel span of 
1,800 feet in length, and thus furnish 
tthe world’s record for maximum span 
-of. all existing bridges in general, 
sand for the cantilever type in par- 
tticular. The main spans of the Forth 
Bridge—hitherto the giant amongst 
‘ridge structures—are 1,700 feet long, 
or 90 feet shorter than the span of the 
Quebec bridge—As, however, the 
Forth Bridge has two spans of the 
@reat dimension stated, it is well to 
@emember that it will be 2,030 © feet 
Gonger from end to end than its Cana- 
dian rival. 

Its Historic Situation. 


‘The bold promontory which called 
forth the astonished shout of “Que 
Bee” from the ‘early French naviga- 
tors and gave name to the picturesque 
‘Fortress city of after: times, continues 
‘to delineate the north bank of the St. 
Lawrence for many miles by a steep 
ecliff. 150 feet to 220 feet high. On 
tthe opposite shore the heights of Le- 
-vis form a similarly abrupt boundary 
“to the river waters. Since the naviga- 
tion interests required the bridge to 
‘be at least 150 feet above high tide, 
the feature of the topography made 
‘it possible to avoid high analcne ap- 
‘proaches. At this point the St. Law- 
‘Fence is 1,900 feet wide at. low water 
vand 2,500 feet at extreme high tide, 
the usual tidal range being 14 feet, 
and the extreme range, reaching 20 
feet. The maximum depth of water in 
‘the channel is 180 feet, but the river 
shallows rapidly to a depth; of 10 feet 
at the river piers at extreme low tide. 
As before stated, the underside of the 
ehannel span is 150 feet above, high 
water of the St. Lawrence river, and 
tthe depth of the cantilever trusses 
esver the main piers is 350 feet, 


& Us Immense Height. 


“The total height from low’ water 
‘devel to the highest point of the canti- 
\Revers is 414 feet. The bridge will be 
‘formed entirely of rolled steel girders, 
vmot a single 7 being used any- 
“where on it, and if will rank as by 
‘far and away the most massive truss- 
ved structure yet erected for any pur- 
pose. The importance of the Lildee 
will be gathered from the fact ‘that 
the St. Lawrence is at present unspan- 
med until Montreal is reached, and be- 
flow the city of Quebec the bridging 
-@f the river is impossible, as soon 
‘milter leaving Quebec the 8t. Law- 
fence opens out into a wide channel, 
which at the mouth of the Saguenay 
‘ativer is 25 miles wide, and at its en- 
“@rance into the Gulf of St. Lawrence 
it increases to 100 miles in width. 
As the St. Lawrence is navigable for 
ships of the line as far as Quebec, 
the “Gibraltar of the West’’ ranks as 
me of the three great distributing 
ewentres to Britain and the United 
States of the produce of the Domin- 
jon. The completion of the Quebec 
bridge is destined to immensely im- 
Prove communication between Can- 
vada and the United States, as it will 
accommodate two steam railway 
tracks, two electric tramear routes, 
@wo highways, and two side walks, 
and link up various routes on both 
mides of the water. The undertaking, 
which will involve an outlay approxi- 
wnating upon £900,000, will not be 
completed for some two or three 
years.

Lieut.-Col. Burnley Campbell writes 
to The Times that he landed at Dover 
on June 18, after completing a cir- 
cuit of the world in 40 days and 19 1-2 
hours. If be had caught the St. 
Petersburg express at Berlin on Jane 
12 he would have reduced the time 
by several hours. After asking whe- 
ther this is a record for speed ‘around 
the world he gives the following par- 
ticulars of his trip. 

He left Liverpool on May 3 at 7.20 


‘p.m. by the Canadian Pacific steam- 


er. He arrived at Quebec May 10, 3 
p.m., and left by the Canadian Paci- 
fic Railroad’s oversea transcontinen- 
tal mail train at 5 p.m. He reached 
Vancouver Mny 19, at 5 a.m., and 
left at 12.30 pam. on the Canadian 
Pacific’s mail steamer. Arrived at 
Yokohama 5 a.m., May 26, and de- 
parted at 7 a.m., May 27. 

He reacher Tsaruga May 28 at 9.30 
a.m., and left at 6 p.m., by a Japan: 
ese steamer, which reached Vladivo- 
stock May 30, at 2.15 p.m. He then 
took a trans-Siberian train at 7 p.m. 
and arrived at Harbin May 31, at 
7.25 p.m, He left at 8.30 p.m., and 
reached Irkutsk June 4, at 6.30 p.m. 
He arrived at Moscow on June 10 at 
2.88 p.m., and left at 6 p.m. He ar- 
rived at Warsaw June 11, 9.30 p.m., 
and left at 11.30 p.m. 

Reaching Berlin at 11.85 a.m., June 
12, he. departed five minutes later, 
and arrived at Cologne the same day 
at 9.03 p.m., and left at 11.15 p.m. 
He arrived at Ostend June 13, at 7.30 
a.m. and left at 11 a.m., arriving at 
Dover at 2.50 p.m. the same day, 

Lieut.-Col. Campbell was singular- 
ly fortunate in making connections, 
but on May 30 the steamer on which 
he was traveling ran aground on an 
isolated rock during a dense fog in 
the Sea of Japan. The tide fortunate- 
ly lifted the ship off and enabled him 
to make railroad connections at Vlad- 
ivostock. If he had missed that train 
there would not have been another 
for four days 


_ Welsh Eisteddfod. 
Thousands of enthusiastic Welsh- 


men assembled in Llangollen recently 
to witness the picturesque ceremony 


of the proclamation of the Welsh Na- 
tional Eisteddfod, which will be held 
in the town next year. The ceremony 
took place in the beautiful grounds 


adjacent to Plas Newydd, once the 


residence of the famous ladies of 
Llangollen. Here the Gorsedd Circle, 


consisting of twelve massive boulders, 


each weighing over two’ tons, had 
been laid out. 


_.Accompanied by fifty barde clad in 


picturesque costume, the Archdraid 
Dyfed repaired to! the circle daring 
the morning. Mounting the centre 
boulder, he demanded, ‘‘Is it peace?” 
and there was a cry in the affirmative 
from the bards. Then the massive 
Gorsedd sword was'sheathed, and the 
archdruid proclaimed the Eisteddfod 
to be held in September, 1908, “in the 
facé 6f the sun and the light of the 
eye.”* 

"The subsequent proceedings in thé 
afternoon wefe of a more imposing 
character. In the presence of thous- 
ands of spectators, there was a pro- 
cession through the gaily decorated 
streets. First came two Llangollen 
ladies, in nationai costumes. accor- 
nanied by a Welsh goat. Then. be- 
hind the Red Dragon banner of Wales, 
came loeal yeomanry, volunteers, con- 
stabulary and public authorities 
Next came the Gorsedd jewel-studden 
banner, the Gorsedd sword, and on a 
bier was borne the massive Hirlas 
horn. Then followed the archdruid, 
members of Parliament, sheriffs, lo- 
cal mayors, magistrates and other 
functionaries. 

Arrived at the circle, a. loud blast 
on the Coru Gwlad was the signal for 
the assembly A symbolical wreath 
was presented to the archdruid, who 
then sipped from the Hirlas horn, 
containing mead, which was present- 
ed to him by a woman. Subsequent 
proceedings consisted of harp and 
vocal music, addresses and the initia- 
tion of new bards.
